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INTRODUCTION 


The  twenty-eighth *  annual  Directory  of  Officials  and  Organizations  Con- 
cerned with  the  Protection  of  Birds  and  Game  is  issued  for  the  convenience  of 
game  authorities,  bird-protection  organizations,  and  others  in  procuring  infor- 
mation concerning  game  conditions  and  game  laws.  The  organization  and  per- 
sonnel of  governmental  establishments  of  this  country,  Canada,  Newfoundland, 
and  Mexico  concerned  with  game  matters  are  given,  together  with  the  names 
and  addresses  of  officials  of  State-wide  game  and  bird  protective  associations 
and  societies,  and  of  the  principal  national  organizations  interested  in  bird 
protection,  including  the  advisory  board,  migratory-bird  treaty  act. 

For  more  ready  reference  to  the  names  of  officials  of  governmental  and  other 
national,  State,  and  Canadian  organizations  concerned  with  the  protection  of 
game,  than  in  former  issues  of  the  directory,  the  lists  of  national  organizations 
are  inserted  directly  after  the  list  of  Federal  officials,  and  all  the  organizations 
for  each  State  are  grouped  immediately  after  the  list  of  the  game  officials  for 
that  State.  Similar  arrangement  has  been  made  of  national  and  provincial 
organizations  in  Canada. 

Changes  in  the  personnel  of  official  organizations  in  the  following  States  and 
Provinces  have  been  made  since  the  last  directory  (Department  Circular  No. 
398)  was  issued:  California,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Iowa,  Michigan,  Montana,  Nevada, 
New  Mexico,  North  Carolina  (which  for  the  first  time  has  established  a  com- 
mission to  administer  game  matters  in  the  State),  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma, 
Oregon,  Pennsylvania  (where  two  additional  members  have  been  added  to  the 
commission,  making  a  total  of  eight),  Washington,  Wyoming,  British  Columbia. 
New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Prince  Edward  Island.

Several  organizations  that  were  formerly  state-wide  in  scope  have  become 
local  chapters  of  the  Izaak  Walton  League  of  America.  As  local  organizations 
are  not  included  in  this  directory,  this  has  resulted  in  the  omission  of  the  fol- 
lowing associations :  The  Georgia  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association,  the 
Louisiana  Sportsmen's  League,  the  Texas  Game  and  Fish  Conservation  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Wisconsin  Wild  Life  Protective  Society. 

Information  concerning  national  and  state-wide  organizations  interested  in 
the  protection  of  game  is  desired,  including  any  changes  in  their  personnel, 
for  the  use  of  the  department  and  for  revisions  in  the  next  edition  of  the 
^directory.  Persons  wishing  detailed  information  pertaining  to  State  game  and 
-fish  laws  should  communicate  with  game  officials  in  States  in  which  they  are 
interested.  Game  laws  are  published  in  pamphlet  form  in  all  the  States. 
■Summaries  of  laws  relating  to  game  and  of  laws  relating  to  fur  animals  in  the 
United  States,  Canada,  Newfoundland,  and  Mexico  are  published  annually  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture — for  the  season  of  1927-28  in 
Farmers'  Bulletins  Nos.  1550  and  1552,  respectively. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  United  States  game  wardens,  who  enforce  the 
migratory-bird  treaty  and  Lacey  Acts,  will  be  found  in  the  directory.  Violations 
of  the  acts  referred  to  may  be  reported  to  these  wardens  or  directly  to  the 
Bureau  of  Biological  Survey  at  Washington,  D.  C.

The  Forest  Service  administers  the 
big-game  reservations  and  national 
monuments  under  its  jurisdiction,  and 
cooperates  with  Federal  and  State  offi- 
cials in  the  enforcement  of  game  laws 
on  the  national  forests.]
